Chinese Student Points To 
New-Forged National Un ity 

When Interviewed Stresses Role of 
Chinese Universities in Rejpieiting 
Invasion

IN an interview last night with the 
* McGill Daily, David Lim Yuen, 
third-year student of medicine at 
McGill, and officially connected 
with the Chinese Patriotic Society 
of Montreal, spoke of the role being 
played by the youth of the Chinese 
universities in the present battles 
that are being fought against the 
Japanese invader. "Students al- 
ways have been keenly aware of 
the dangerous movements of their 
Japanese neighbours and are at this 
very moment, if not shouldering 
rifles at the battlefront, seeking to 
educate an illiterate peasant and 
working population by voluntarily 
absenting themselves from their 
studies." 

Commenting upon the' former dis- 
unity of the Chinese nation, Lim 
Yuen categorically denounced the 
economic entrenchment ol the for- 
eign imperialist powers. The set- 
ting up of separate spheres of in- 
terests, constituting as it were, 
"states within a state" gave rise to 
the intolerable situation where Chi- 
nese civilians could escape the 
Chinese law by seeking the protec- 
tion of a foreign settlement "The 
foreign settlements are a cancer in 
the economic life of China," said 
Lim, "the only solution can be the 
unconditional abandonment of these 
possessions by the world powers. 
Only this will lead to the growth 
of China as a world power entering 
into an unrestricted flow of world 
trade." 

Other factors that contributed to 
the lack of political unity 'were 
backward traditions arid the prob- 
lem of language— all of which are 
fast being liquidated in the face of 
a belligerent Japan. 
^ Llm,Yuçn; of Vernon, G.C., is the 
son of the Rev. George Lim Yuen, 
Anglican mjnisler of that same 
town, residing in Canada for some 
30 years. He is proceeding towards 
his medical degree with the ulti- 



mate hope of working amongst his 
own people in China. 

ADDRESSES MEETING 

During the course of. his address 
to an assembled mixed audien.ce of 
600 at the Windsor Hotel on Friday, 
Lim Yuen pointed to the vast Re- 
public of China, containing within 
its borders the largest population in 
the world of 450,000,000, second only 
to Russia in size, inexhaustible in 
her energy and rich in boundless 
natural resources, as being the 
coveted prize of many nations 
throughout the years. 

Japan's invasion of China, the 
speaker claimed, dictated by an 
almost bankrupt home ccon6m}r 
brought on by the war-mon'gering 
of the present military .clique, fol- 
lows in its indiscriminate bombings 
of civilian property, educational 
centres, schools and universities, 
Red Cross' units and women and 
children, an unprecedented barbaric 
procedure. 

"By her actions, Japan has vio- 
lated every moral and internation- 
al principle, written or unwritten, 
She has without explanation brok- 
en in rapid succession the League 
of Nations' Covenant, the Kellogg 
Pact and the Washington Nine- 
Power Treaty. She stands un- 
ashamed, brazen in the face of such 
solemn contracts." 

The people of China it was claim- 
ed, rallied under the banner of the 
Nanking government of Chiang 
Kai-Shek and are today forging a 
political and military unity such as 
China has never known. The Com- 
munists with whom "Nanking has 
been fighting for many years have 
sunk all differences in this moment 
of crisis and are at present engag- 
ed in actual guerilla warfare in 
Shantung province. Japan to-day 
faces a different China from that of 
1032, a China that is resistant and 
determined to stop the military on- 
slaught of a highly mechanized 
Japan. . . • . ,

The important part McGill's 
Scientific Research has played in 
Canadian agriculture for many 
years will be enhanced greatly by 
a new fully-automatic spectrograph, 
which the Rockefeller Foundation 
has granted to the physics depart- 
ment. J. S. Foster, F.R.S., Macdon- 
aid. Professor of Physics at McGill 
said that larger spectrographs had 
been built in the shops at the uni- 
versity, but that the process took 
much time. The Physics depart- 
ment had therefore accepted 'with 
gratitude a grant from the Rocke- 
feller Foundation for the* additional 
inistrument. ' . 

Since every metal when burned 
in an arc gives out a distinctive set 
of colours. Prof. Foster explained, 
spectrographs are being used gen- 
erally in industry for analyses of 
materials. The method is of special 
value when only a very small quan- 
tity of some metal is an important 
necessary constituent, or an im- 
purity to be avoided. 
Ottawa Assisting Research Project. 

The present- work is being car- 
ried out with the assistance of the 
Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa. It is well known thàt several 
metallic elements in small cohcen- 
trations are esesntial to plant 
growth and normal development, 
it was pointed out, and the studies 
are directed toward an understand- 
ing of the use .of metallic elements 
in plants, with special emphasis on 
the phase's ' expected -to be of prac- 
tical value. Spectrographic ana- 
lyses of soil solutions are also being 
worked out by Prof. Foster and C. 
A. Horton, Demonstrator in Physics 
at McGill. ■ 

To illustrate thé application of 
studies with the histrument. Prof. 
Foster noted that for many years it 
has been known that a deficiency in 
the element of boron has disastrous 
effects on many plants of economic 
value, such as sugar beets, tomatoes, 
turnips, tobacco and celery. 

Chemical analysis as applied to 
studies of remedial treatments or of 
a purely scientific nature is rela- 
tively long, requires much material, 
is less sensitive, and is such as to

IlilcGILL University students will 
this year, as in the past, re- 
ceive "Spanish Government Prizes" 
despite the war raging in Spain, ac- 
cording to an announcement by 
Professor R. M. Sugars, Director of 
the School of Commerce and Pro- 
fessor of Spanish. 

Listed as. "Spanish Government 
Prizes" in the University's calendar 
for the. 1936-37 session, the books 
have been awarded for several years 
through the efforts of the Marquis 
Merry del Val, noted Spanish schol- 
ar, brother of the late Cardinal Mer- 
ry del Val and close friend of Prof. 
Sugars. ' . • 

Marquis Interests Royal Government 

The McGill savant explained that 
several years ago he had asked 
his friend the Marquis to enquire 
whether the Royal Spanish Govern- 
ment would care to donate prizes 
for students of McGill. The Mar- 
quis, who is well known to scholars 
in England, especially at Cambridge 
University, was successful in inter- 
esting the Spanish Government of 
that day. ' ' 

Donation of the prizes was made, 
year after year through the contin- 
ued interest of the Marquis, even 
after the downfall of King Alfonso 
and the institûtiôii of a republican 
form of government in Spain. 

With the outbreak of the revolu- 
tiom^À^iilchilbw to a close ' all 
normal relatiohsT bèt'wèen the gov- 
ernment of Spain aiid thé rest of 
the world, uncertainty existed as to 
whether the "Spanish Government 
Prizes" would still be donated. 

Would Not See Culture Suffer. 

The Marquis Merry del Val, how- 
ever, said Prof. Sugars with much 
emotion, had insisted that no mat- 
ter what government prevailed, 
Spanish culture should not be al- 
lowed to suffer in the eyes of the 
civilized worlil. He therefore con- 
tinued to donate from his own re- 
sources these prizes, to be given in 
the name of the "Spanish Govern- 
ment."

FAR EAST 

Peiping, October . 11. — The 
Japanese army's conquest of the 
five provinces, of North China to- 
night appeared to be near com- 
pletion. 

In Çeiping the capture of Shih- 
chiachuang, vital railway junction 
175 miles south of Peiping, was 
hailed by Japanese as the beginning 
of the end.- ■ 

Neutral military men were in- 
clined to endorse the Japanese 
opinion that the last effective Chi- 
nese defence line in North. China 
had been broken. Shihchiachuapg 
was the last impotrant centire.of rçr 
sistance in Hopei Province. Its fall' 
appeared to open the way as far as 
the Yellow River, 225 miles to the 
south. 

It brought^ Japanese troops to the 
railway penetrating Shansl Prov- 
ince, and opened the "front door" 
of that rich area. 

The consensus of informed per- 
sons here was that In the three 
months of its North China campaign 
the Japanese army had either cap- 
tured or advanced to within strik- 
ing distance of the capitals or nerve 
centres of the five northern prov- 
inces — Hopei, Chahar, Suiyuan, 
Shansi and Shantung. 

DUCE RECALLS AIR EXPERTS. 

Rome, October . 11.;, rr:i Reliable 
sources tonight disclosed 'Premier 
Mussolini had ordered Italian avia- 
tion experts aiding the Chinese 
Government to quit now that China 
is engaged in conflict with . Japan. 

This move was said to be part of 
an understanding reached with 
Chancellor Hitler, on Mussolini's re- 
cent Berlin visit, to^support Japan 
in her. struggle with China. 

An order for the large. Italian 
military misison to return home 



was reported as issued Immediately 
after Mussolini's return from Ger- 
many. 



SPANISH 

Berlin, October 11.— The German 
Government oscillated today be 
tween fear that the result of the 
Italian note rejecting the Anglo- 
French proposed tripartite confer 
ence on Spain will be that the 
French Government will open its 
Spanish border for increased ship' 
ments of war materials and volun 
teers to Valencia and hope that 
Britain will prevent this. But what- 
ever may be the results of the dis 
cussioh proceeding between Paris 
and London, the German and Itali 
an (jovernments* policy, it was re- 
emphasized here, has already been 
fixed— to ' assure General' Franco's 
final victory at all cost. 
.11 was explained that if the 
French Government opens the bor- 
dèr as threatened, Germany will 
first observe the practical effects of 
such action. If they should increase 
ijaterial help to Red Spain to such 
an extent as to upset the military 
balance, then Germany and Italy 
will be compelled to take appro- 
priate counter-measures until the 
balance is restored. 

The nature of such counter-meas- 
ures is not difficult to imagine; but 
the British press reports that Italy, 
and to a lesser extent Germany, are 
already sending Franco new men 
and materials find no confirmation 
here. Germany, unlike Italy, has 
always carefully abstained from ad- 
mitting any intervention even in 
the form of volunteers. 

General Milch, State Secretary of 
the Aviation Ministry, and Major 
General Udet have just returned 
from their Paris visit and were 
received by Chancellor Hitler at 
Berchtesgaden yesterday'. ' ,

Canada as a whole is headhig to- 
ward prosperity, said Ralph B. 
Wilson, .vice-president of Babson's 
Reports, noted U.S. statistical or- 
ganization, in addressing a largely- 
attended meethig of Montreal busi- 
ness men .in the Moiint Royal Hotel 
yesterday during a conference 
which discussed current ■ business 
trends and prospects. Mr. Wilson 
was accompanied by E. L. Quirin 
and H. C. Baldwin, both members 
of Babson's staff, who spoke on 
coinmqdity prices and the stock and 
bond outlook, .respectively. 

Mr. Wilson .maintained that 1938 
should be the best year in tlie his- 
tory, of Canadian industry and fin- 
ance."We are fully aware," he said, 
!that thé world situation is precari- 
ous, and that any number of com- 
binations of unfavorable events 
may have repercussions in Canada. 
Nevertheless, our forecast is for 
well-sustained to higher business, 
regardless of external or domestic 
political and social developments." 

Many lines of business in Mont- 
real were experiencing the greatest 
activity since • 1930. the speaker 
said. Retail trade now holds great- 
er' promise than at any time since 
pre-1929, days. Construction figures 
for the year to date amounted to 
$14,000,000 compared with $9,800,000 
for the same time a year ago. Those 
figures applied to ' the Island of 
Montreal, he explained. Newsprint 
production, one of Montreal's staple 
industri<is, showed an increase over 
last year's figures, the latest month 
of record showing k new all-time 
high. In fact, newsprint production- 
for the whole of Canada was al- 
ready 50 per cent above that of 
the 1929 peak. 

Passenger traffic to and from 
Montreal by boat had been the best 
since ^929^ and Si Lawrence' cao^ 



business was about' 30 per cent, 
greater than in 1936. 



AMERICAN 

Denver, Colo., October 11.— By 
the overwhelming vote of 25,616 to 
1,227, the American Federation of 
Labor -convention today authorized 
its Executive Council to expel any 
of the suspended Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization unions which 
may "refuse to return to the ranks 
of our movement." 

From the speech of President 
William Green, who closed the all- 
day discussion of the C.I.O., and 
from the resolution which was 
adopted, it was indicated clearly 
that for the present drastic action 
will be taken only against the 
United Mine Workers, of which 
John L. Lewis is president, and the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America, of which Sidney Hillman 
is president. 

Both in the resolution and in Mr. 
Green's speech, pleas were made to 
the "rank and file" of the C.1.0. 
unions over the heads of their lead- 
ers—particularly to the Internation- 
al Ladies Garment Workers Union 
and the United Textile Workers— 
to break away from their leaders 
and seek ire-entrance Into the Fed- 
eration. 

The resolution played upon the 
jurisdictional and personal differ- 
ences between the Ladies Garment 
Workers' Union and Mr. HiUmân's 
organization, saying that the A.F. 
of L. could not believe that the 
Garment Union officers would "tol- 
erate" invasion of Iheir jurisdicUon, 
"the ignoring and belittling of their 
officers, the whispered and unaer- 
cover ridicule -of their- leaders— by 
those who have done these things 
to serve purposes never contem- 
plated by any honourable labor 
movement." 1

The Corps exists for the purpose of 
'training men to write the British War Of- 
fice examinations which enables them to

. "the Military Force of the British Empire. 
One of the distinctive features of the Mc- 
Gill C.O.T.C. i? its Ski Platoon. This 
PUtoon is, we understand, the only one of 
■ Hi kind in the Empire. 

The McGill C.O.T.C. is associated 
with the old Wartime unit known as the 
148th Bataillon, C!E,F. and which was 
oçmposed of men recruited from the McGill 
Campus through the then existing C.O.T.C. 
ThOs there is a great tradition beliind tlie 
présent corps. A few years ago the C.O.T.C. 
WM badly in need of reorganization. This 
.IjdS happily been carried out under the 
.opmmand of Lt.-Col, T. S. Morrisey, 
D.S.O. and today the McGill unit ranks 
with' the best in the Dominion. 

The usefulness of an Officers' Train- 
iug Corps is questioned by many. We feel 
that there is a definite need for such an 
T"wganization at any University or centre 
of \higher learning. This was proved at the 
outbreak of the last war. While none of

Chicago Speech 

IN this metropolis of the middle west. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt chose, last Tues4ay, to make 
the greatest speech of his career. A scathing 
denunciation of Germany, Italy, and Japan, a 
desire to line up the United States with the 
other peace-loving nations of the world to 
maintain justice in the world, and an earnest 
and sincere hope for world peace were the 
highlights of the address. 

There can be no doubt that this speech was 
in the nature of a feeler to see how a changed 
American policy would be received both at 
home and abroad. President Roosevelt has 
realized the fact that in this hour of peril de- 
mocracy miist rally all its forces in order to 
cope with the enemies of peace fijid that the 
United States cannot, afford to sit back and 
watch the rising tide of victorious fascism in 
Europe and in the Far East, for she can never 
hope to be insulated by two oceans from a 
world reduced to anarchy. In other words, 
the only way to keep the United States out of 
war is to keep war out of the world. 

As in every democracy, however, there Is 
a great force to be reckoned with— the force of 
public opinion. Would the American public 
consent to this change of policy? How would 
the press treat this proposal? What point of 
view would Congress take? These considera- 
tions the President had to keep in mind. He 
has delivered his great speech, he is closely 
watching domestic and foreign cominent, then 
he will make his next move. 

Tonight the chief executive will address 
the people. The whole world will listen with 
bated breath. Perhaps democracy has at last 
found its champion to lead it on a crusade for 
the re-establishment of world peace and col- 
lective security. Here is no scheming imperial- 
istic statesman, here is no timid pacifist soul, 
here is Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the Great 
Democrat.

International Mess 

jlilEANWHILE, in Europe and hi th^ Far East 
things are going from bad to worse. 
France and England warned Mussolini that un- 
less he attended a conference to arrange for 
the withdrawal of his troops from Spain they 
would do all kinds of things to him. France 
threatened to open her frontier, Britain threat- 
ened to help her, and there were even rumours 
that France might send regular troops to help 
the Loyalists. Mussolini refused to attend the 
conference and according to the latest reports 
he is pouring troops and munitions into Spain 
at an unprecedented rat« in preparation lor a 
great autumn offensive. 

What will France and Britain do now? The 
Loyalists will lose the war at this rate. If this 
happens Italy and Germany will have a great 
source of raw materials and their troops will 
be entrenched at the Pyrenees. Then, too, 
Gibraltar will be vulnerable from the rear, 
France will be cut .off from her African pos- 
sessions and thus the situation will be ripe for 
Germany and Italy to launch their blow against 
Britain and France. 

On the other hand the only way to prevent 
a Franco victory in Spain and the resulting 
domination of the Iberian peninsula by Italy 
and Germany is to force Mussolini to with- 
draw his troops. That means war. Perhaps 
then, the only solution is for the two demo- 
cracies to abandon non-intervention and then 
to supply the Loyalists with so much help that 
the nation, Italy, will be defeated by the na.^ 
tion. Spam, and the Mediterranean will bé rid 
of one of its most dangerous aggressors. Or per- 
haps Mussolini will be willing to come to 
terms, when he sees that he is in a position to 
lose all. At any rate, the most practical thing 
for the League of Nations powers to do now 
is to restore to the Spanish Government its 
legal right of purchasing arms. With its pres- 
ent man-power it will be in a position to put 
up such a good fight that Mussolini may be 
forced to say 'uncle.'

The Far East 

"TPHIS week Japan still finds herself in a bad 
spot because of her "military operations" 
against the Chinese, While her armies con- 
tinue to advance steadily in North China and 
her generals there report "great victories," she 
is so effectively blocked at Shanghai that it is 
probable that her northern campaign will slow 
up as it approaches Central China and then 
she will be m for a good long stretch of trench 
warfare. 

> If she is further handicapped by an econom- 
ic Wcott or if the Russians decide to use their 
highly-praised military machine, the Land of 
the Rising Sun may suffer an economic and 
military ^collapse. At any rate, the militant al- 
titude adopted by President Roosevelt at Chi- 
cago did not increase her chances of victory. 

MeanwhUe General Chiang Kai-Shek 
warned his peoplè on the national anniversary 
that they are in for a long hard fight and that 
they should not base too much hope on outside 
help.

. Mereado— A Beview and an Interview. 

ANEW series of concerts under the man- 
agement of the Canadian Artists Bureau 
had its premiere on Sunday afternoon, when 
Mereado and his Mexican Tipica Orchestra 
performed at His Majesty's Theatre, Mereado 
and his unusual art brought \o inany of his 
audience their first real taste of the strong and 
varied rhythms of the music of Latin America. 
That these were thoroughly enjoyed on Sun- 
day afternoon was quite apparent. While, 
however, a laudable attempt was made to vary 
the program, an entire afterpoon of such ebuU 
lient southern rhythms may have seemed, to 
the untutored ear, rather a surfeit of blessing. 

The program was divided into three sec- 
tions—the first comprising a general survey 
of the representative folk melodies of eight 
Latin Américan countries. Mercado's treatment 
here was original and efféctlve, particularly in 
the selection from the music of Ecuador, In 
which the flute was outstanding. 

The second part was d.evoted to music of a 
less authentic character. Included in it were 
a number of the conductor's own transcriptions. 
He has adapted for the sallerio, a zither-like 
stringed instrument, Chaminade's flute con- 
certino, wl)ich appeared to have lost a good 
deal in performance by an instrument for 
which it was not tonally suited. Much more 
felicitous was "Pagina Romantics," a sentimen- 
tal theme by Genaro Martinez, and a Preludio, 
by the orchestra's gifted pianist Carmen Delfin. 
The closing portion of the program presented 
the typically appealing melodies of old and 
new Mexico, artistically conçeived, and well 
played. 

Appearing with the orchestra were a num- 
ber of soloists— Lolita Valdez, a soprano of 
considerably more than average talent, the 
Ojeda dancers who contributed several effects- 
ive dance routines, and Jose Robio, tenor, 
whose rather more dubious efforts repeatedly 
brought down the house. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

After the concert Senor Mereado, in an in- 
terview, spoke authoritatively of Mexican art- 
forms and culture; and, by way of digression, 
joined countless visitors to Montreal before 
him in deploring the lack of adequate concert- 
hall facilities here. "In all my travels I have 
never found a city, large or small with such' 
poor facilities," he declared. Will the time ever 
come when we shall not be obliged to apolo- 
gize for our concert-halls? 

. Senor Mereado professed great interest in 
the salterio. "It is an old instrument of the 
Mexican Indian," he explained, "used by them 
in their wedding and festival celebrations. In 
the hands of a competent player it may be 
called upon to produce novel tonal effects, and 
has great possibilities as an orchestral insiru' 
ment." Questioned as to his views on the 
musical horizon in his native land, Conductor 
Mereado stressed the part youth is playing in 
the art of new Mexico. "The students of the 
universities are most enthusiastic," he said; "a 
new art must follow." 

The remaining concerts In this series 
should prove of wide interest; next month the 
Russian Imperial Singers are to be heard, and 
Albert Spalding, Cornelia Otis-Skinner and 
Ted Shawn and his male dancers are due for 
later engagement?,

In inaugurating this column, your 
Military Correspondent feels that 
the first military man to be inter- 
viewed should be the Commanding 
Officer of McGiU's own Military 
Unit— the C.O.T.C. 

Lt,-Col, T. S. Morripey, D.S.O., 
needs no introduction to the senior 
students, but, for the benefit of the 
newcomers, it might be mentioned 
that he started his military career 
in 1907 at R.M.C, Upon graduation, 
he took a commission in the Fifth 
Royal Highlaijders and proceeded 
Overseas in the original 13th Bat- 
talion, C,E.F. After three years' 
service in France, he was appointed 
General Staff Officer I of the Cana- 
dian Expeditionary Force in Siberia, 
and it was only in the spring of 1919 
that he was demobilized. He as- 
sumed command of the McGill 
C.O.T.C. in September, 1936. 

We quote verbatim from Colonel 
Morrisey's remarks: 

"No one deplores war so much as 
does the man of my generation, who 
has seen it, and that is why there 
are so many of us 'veterans' still 
serving ii( the Militia of Canada, 
passing on what we can to the next 
generation, in the hope that by 
their preparedness they may help 
avoid a war in their time. 

"For years after the Great War, 
Britahi dernonstoated her desire for 
peace by reducing her Navy and 
Army to the point where, if she 
were attacked, she was in danger of 
not being able to properly defend 
herself. Other nations have been 
rearming on a scale never before 
known in history, and events 'have 
taken place in' the past few years 
which leave no option for Britain 
but to rearm and use her strength 
for the preservation of peace. 

"It is gratifying to learn that the 
other great English-speaking na- 
tion has just pronounced a strong 
foreign policy for the preservation 
of world peace, and it is to be hoped 
that those who might have been 
rash enough to contemplate war as 
a diversion from their internal 
troubles, will hesitate in the face of 
the combined strength of the Brit- 
ish Empire and the United States. 

"British rearmament is taking the 
form of providing an adequate sup- 
ply of the most efficient engines- 
of-war, but she is not increasing her 
standing arniy proportionately, and 
she is not threatening an attack on 
any country.- 

"If, unhappily, the British Empire 
should become involved in a war, 
she will depend upon her loyal citi- 
zens coming forward to man these 
engines; and we, in Canada, have a 
magnificent volunteer Militia con- 
stantly training themselves to do so 
efficiently. The lyicGill C.O.T.C. has 
supplied 145 officers to various 
Militia units in the past fifteen 
years, and has never been better 
equipped than it is now to give in 
struction in all branches of the 
army, to those young men who have 
the desire to learn how to serve 
their country. 

"It is to those young Canadians 
who have had the privilege of a 
itniversity education that the coun- 
try looks for its leaders, and leaders 
in the Arts and Sciences are no 
more important than are leaders in 
good citizenship." 

ANOTHER YEAR BEGINS 
The first muster parade of the 
year was held at the McGill CO. 
T.C. Headquarters on Thursday, and 
most of last year's cadets turned up 
for re-attestipg. There was a larg 
er number of recruits than is usual 
for the first night, which may indi 
cate that the new regulations of 
enlisting only McGill Undergradu 
ates is a popular move with the 
student body. 

The results of the examinations 
for thé War Office Certificates 
have been posted, and 90 per cent 
of the candidates passed. As the 
average for the whole of Canada 
was about 60 per cent,, McGill has 
every reason to be proud of her 
showing for the season 1936-37. 

During the summer, Major H. D; 
Penncll attended a course of in- 
struction in Anti-Gas Warfare at 
Connaught Ranges, and Major D. R. 
Fatten and Capt. E. E. Massey 
pàsséd their Militia Staff Course at 
St. Johns, P,Q.; so the course of 
training will be right up to the 
minuté this year. 

Cadets Brain, Spielman, Strover 
and Holmes were attached to Artil- 
lery Units for a period at Petawa-. 
wa Camp during the summer, and 
are full of enthusiasm for that 
branch of the service. 

The Commanding Officer's plan, 
of giving temporary commissions to 
selected senior cadets, has been put 
into effect, and recommendations 
have been made for the granting of 
commissions as Second Lieutenant 
to Càdéts F. Moi:gan, R. E. Lyndon, 
A; Mendelsohn and R. L. McGib- 
bon. Second Lieutenant R. P. 
Rothschild has been promoted to 
Lieutenant. 

The selection of non-commission- 
ed officers for the season is being 
made, and to date, the following 
have bèen announced: To be R.S.M., 
Sergt.

The 
Sheik looks at life from a different 
angle to our heroine and decides 
to tame her after the fashion of 
his experience gained in horse 
training. Competition from the de- 
cidedly English Lord Byington 
complicates things for the Sheik 
and serves to heighten the comic 
effect. 

On the stage Hollywood Band 
Wagon proves to be a cut above 
the usual production shown on local 
boards in having a chorus which is 
equal to those Usually only found 
in large Hollywood screen produc- 
tions. Especially good is a puppet 
scene, "The Radium Ballet," in 
which the puppets are illuminated 
by dark (ultra-violet) light and 
the operators are invisible. 

The program is well rounded out 
by two comedy shorts, a Laurel and

Moore Leads Western Attack 
.With Brilliant Display of

LONDON, October 12. — 

Leading for three quarters of 
their tilt againat University of 
Western Mustangs, McGill Red- 
men fell before nn aerial attack, 
paced by Claude ■ Moore, and 
were defeated 7-2 in the inaug- 
ural game of tiic Senior Inter- 
collegiBte Football League at Little 
Memorial Stadium last Saturday. 
In the other scheduled Intercol- 
legiate game. Warren Stevens' Blue- 
boys kicked their way to a 9-3 vic- 
tory over Queen's with Cam Gray's 
talented toe booting three field 
goals. 

Kerr's cohorts had the edge of the 
play throughout the first half, tak- 
ing advantage of many Western 
fumbles to keep the Purple and 
White on the defensive. However 
they were only able to score a single 
point when Alex. Hamilton booted 
a touch in goal in the first quarter. 
Hamilton added the final McGill 
tally in the third period when 
Moore was roughed behind his line. 

Western Unleashes Aerial Attack. 

Western woke up in the latter 
part o( the third quarter and re- 
linquished their careful game, as 
they unleashed a forward passing 
attack that eventually led to the 
major tally which gave them the 
edge. Moore tossed, a long 38 yard 
pass to Charlie Box, and Kennedy 
followed with a short one which 
Sherk completed for twelve yards. 

Tjje Redmen had very little suc- 
cess with their forwards, trying nine 
nd not completing one. Their 
sperate attempts to register in the 
dying minutes of the game wero 
frustrated -by the Western-second- 
ary defence with two paspes. being 
intercepted by Carver. The last of 
these led to the seventh Mustang 
point, with Kennedy kicking to the 
deadline. 

' McGill Line Stronger. 

The McGill line held stronger 
than Western, but lost out in the 
kicking department as Kennedy 
outbooted Hamilton steadily. On a 
few occasions, Alec was rushed on 

'his kicks with disastrous results, 
getting more lieight than distance. 

Anton and Anderson bore the 
brunt of the line plunging for the 
Redmen, but the Western line held 
strongly for only short gains. On 
tHe backfield, Merrifiold and Mac- 
Arthur played strong games. Russ 
continued with his sparkling catches 
as safety man, while Cam regis- 
tered a spectacular end run that 

•■went for 35 yards. The home out- 
sides were prominent as their dead- 
ly tackling prevented the Western 
halves from any great runbacks on 
kicks.

pi^HHE Dessaulles won the Col 
lege Tennis title on Saturday 
morning by virtue of a straight-set 
victory over Stuart O'Brien on the 
Campus courts. With a pale wintry 
sun and a shivering audience look 
ing on. Dessaules played steady, 
heady tennis to outscore O'Brien 
6-3, 6-3, 6-4. As reward for his vie 
tory, Dessaulles was presented with 
the Dr. Charles F. Martin Trophy 
that was donated by Mr. Walter 
Vaughan. Mr. Frank Rowe made 
the presentation. Bob Murray, who 
was unable to defend his title this 
year, has won it for the previous 
three years, and such names as 
Wright, Crocker and Leslie appear 
on the large cup several times. 

Dessaulles gained his position in 
the finals by beating Bill O'Brien 
seeded number one in the tourney, 
in straight sets, 6-1, 6-4. In the 
lower bracket, Stu O'Brien outlast 
ed Harry Schwartz to win, 2-6, 8-6, 
6-3. Stu showed good form anc 
stamina to fight back, while 
Schwartz seemed to suffer from 
overcautiousness in finishing seem 
ingly put-away shots. 

SPARKLING FLAY. 

The final match Saturday morn- 
ing was productive of some spar 
kling tennis in spile of the wintry 
weather and the rabid cheering of 
high school fans from the nearby 
football field. Both O'Brien, and 
Dessaulles showed surprising ability 
to break down each other's service 
at the beginning of eâch of the 
three sets. It was the result of win 
ning his own service about the mid 
die of each set that gave the victory 
to^ Dessaulles. A point analysis of 
the game showed that the winner 
had a marked advantage, gaining a 
total of 88 points to 62 by O'Brien. 

Dessaulles actualy dlisplayed the 
more power, placing each shot to 
his ultimate advantage. O'Brien 
sliced and chopped the ball consis 
tently to slow up the play of his 
opponent. He succeeded in putting 
away some very neat shots that 
brought forth the applause of the 
onlookers, but the steady, forcing 
play of Dessaulles told in the end 

The steadiness of the playing is 
illustrated in the fact that Stu 
O'Brien double-faulted only once 
and Dessaulles twice in the whole 
match. These three double-faults 
ail occurred early in the third set 
when both players became slightly 
erratic for a few games. Many 
shots were netted or went beyond 
the tapes. However, Dessaulles 
gained a three-game-to-love advan 
tage ^nly to have it whittled down 
by O'Brien, who gained two Ipye 
games in a row. "The games see 
sawéd after that with Pessaulles 
maintaining the one-service advan 
tage to win the set at 6-4 and gain 
the college title. 

INTERCOLLEGIATE AT QUEEN'S 
As a result of the Campus tourna 
ment it seems that the tennis team 
will be much the same as last year, 
except that Dessaulles, because of 
his improved play, may be moved 
up from fifth man on the team. The 
four men who are likely to journey 
to Kingston for the Intercollegiate 
battle at the end of next week are 
Captain Bill O'Brien, Stu O'Brien, 
Harry Schwartz and Dessaulles, 
Who the fifth man will be, if there 
is one, is an open question at pre- 
sent. 

The Intercollegiate tournament 
had been listed for Montreal this 
y ear. because Queen's did not want 
to hold it at Kingston. However, 
during the past week the Tricolour 
changed its mind and switched. the 
matches back to the Lime City. The 
chances of the Red and White to 
regain the title from Varsity this 
year are none too great. The out- 
standing man at Varsity is Piggott, 
with possible assistance from Bruce 
Hall, if he is still available. In the 
singles matches McGill would be 
ablè to hold its own, regardless of 
Piggott, But the doubles are equal- 
ly as Important in this Intèrcollé- 
giate tourney, and that is where 
McGill has lost out in the past, even 
with Bob Murray aiding the cause. 

The possibility of unearthing a 
good doubles team by running a 
doubles tournament is worthy of 
consideration.^ At any rate, many 
tennis players on the Campus have 
expressed the desire for such a 
competition. 



FROSH FOOTBALL 
TEAM WIN AGAINST

Show Plenty of Class in

OATURDAY afternoon saw the 
*^ complete victory of the McGill 
Freshman Squad over Bishop's First 
team by the decisive score of 6-0. 
The win, however, was by no means 
an easy one, for the blue and white 
Bishop squad fought grimly 
throughput the four periods of play. 
Markham, realizing the advantages 
he had of both good and consistent 
kicking in the person of Perry Fos- 
ter, instructed the team to do plenty 
of kicking on first and second as 
well as on third downs. Consequent- 
ly, in accordance with this, the 
Frosh kept the ball well up in 
enemy territory, and were able to 
score two rouges in the first ten 
minutes of play.

The Frosh's strategy throughout 
the game was to let Bishop's have 
the ball and thus give them the 
opportunity to make the mistakes.

risk loss of boron before thé analysis 
is completed. 

The present development of suit- 
able spectrographic analysis of 
plants for boron has been made 
with the foUowmg aims: Use of 
small samples, minimum prelimin- 
ary treatment, reproducibility and 
speed. 

Mineral Traces In Wood Pulp. 

This method of analysis ha; also 
been adapted to the determination 
of traces of copper, aluminium and 
iron in raw paper pulp, said Prof. 
Foster. « 

Built by Hilger of London, Eng- 
land, the expensive instrument is 
fully automatic in the sense that by 
turning a single drum, any selected 
portion of the spectrum may be 
brought on the photographic plate 
where it will be in perfect focus. 
■Ultra-violet as well as visible light 
may be analysed by this quartz 
spectrograph, and the chief advan- 
tage of the present form is its great 
convenience in operation. 

The studies of Prof. Foster, and 
Mr. Horton on quantitative spectro- 
graphic analysis of biological 
material were published in part in 
the Proceedings of the Royal 
'Society of London in August this 
year.
